Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  B<)ar<l  and  Citizens  of  Alton: — 

This  is  my  sixteenth  annual  rejtort  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Alton  public  schools. 

STATISTICS 

The  statistics  for  the  school  year  ending  .Tnne  150, 
1028,  are  as  follows: 

Total  registration,  220;  111  boys;  109  girls;  aver- 
age membership,  205;  average  attendance,  194;  percent 
of  attendance,  9,5.  Number  neither  absent  nor  tardy 
was  21.  There  were  six  tuiti<m  pupils  in  the  high  school. 
Number  of  visits  by  school  board  members  was  19;  by  the 
sui»erintendent,  24:);  by  citizens,  178.  Fourteen  school 
board  meetings  were  held. 

SCHOOL   FINANCES 

It  is  doubtful  if  any  town  in  the  state  gets  better 
returns  for  the  money  appropriated  for  schools  than  does 
Alton.  The  strictest  kind  of  economy  consistent  with 
the  best  returns  is  maintained.  Rigid  economy  for  the 
last  two  years  has  given  the  school  boar<l  opportunity  to 
paint  the  high  school  building,  and  make  necessaiy  re- 
pairs on  the  other  buildings  Avithout  asking  for  an  extra 
a])propriation.  With  good  planning  and  with  some  more 
state  aid  than  the  year  before  .f 2,000.00  was  taken  from 
the  budget  for  elementary  schools.  All  of  the  buildings 
in  which  schools  are  now   in  first-class  condition.     The 
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noed  at  the  present  time  is  the  replacement  of  the  old 
seliool  desks  in  tlio  grnde  rooms.  They  have  been  nsed  so 
long-  tliat  many  of  them  are  in  poor  condition 

The  same  amonnt  of  appropriations  will  be  neces- 
sary as  last  year  to  maintain  the  standard  of  the  schools. 

TEACHERS 

It  is  for  tlfo  best  interests  of  the  schools  to  liave  as 
few  changes  in  the  teaching  force  as  possible  each  year. 
We  have  been  fortnnate  again  in  having  only  one  va- 
cancy and  that  has  been  well  filled.  All  of  tlie  teachers 
are  capable,  well-trained  and  self-sacrificing  and  ai'e  do- 
ing the  best  they  know  how  for  every  child  in  the  schools. 
Any  children  wlio  are  not  getting  on  well  in  school  are 
likely  to  be  llie  ones  who  d(>  not  ])ay  prop(M-  aH(Miti<Mi  to 
tlieir  work.  T  commend  the  work  and  faithful  interest 
of  the  janitors,  without  whose  cooperation  the  teachei-s 
could  not  do  their  best  work. 

RAXFCS   AND    ATTENDANCE 

It  is  very  important  that  children  attend  school 
regnlarly  and  tlie  huv  provides  for  that  unless  children 
are  sick  and  unable  to  attend.  Nearly  all  tardinesses 
can  be  avoided.  The  child  wlio  is  tardy  from  his  own 
carelessness,  or  that  of  his  parents,  is  a  truant  in  the 
eyes  of  the  law.  Perhaps  the  responsibility'  is  mostly  on 
the  part  of  parents  rather  than  on  the  children.  We 
have  only  now  and  then  a  case  of  this  kind  in  Alton. 

Kank  cards  are  sent  to  parents  and  guardians  at 
the  end  of  each  six  weeks.  Rank  cards  are  used  to  give 
a  little  tonch  between  the  parents  and  the  schools.  The 
difference  between  a  mark  of  E  and  G  may  be  only  one 
one-hnndredth.  Parents  need  worry  only  when  the 
work,  effort  or  conduct  is  unsatisfactory.  Parents  are 
asked  to  sign  the  cards  and  return  them  to  the  school,  so 
that  the  school  officials  may  know  that  the  card  reached 
the  home  and  was  looked  over.  The  card  may  go  back 
nnsigned  if  the  parent  so  desires. 
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HIGPI   SCHOOL 

On  account  ot  the  sickness  of  tlie  lieadniaster, 
jMr.  O.  A.  Lester,  liis  rei^ort  is  omitted.  I  may  say  that 
the  higii  school  lias  abont  tlie  same  number  from  year  to 
year.  The  nnmber  of  tuition  pupils  is  a  little  less  than 
usual.  Tlie  extra-curricula  activities  are  maintained — 
entertainments,  dramatics,  athletics,  with  the  excei)tion 
of  baKsketball,  hot  lunches,  musicals,  etc. 

The  usual  nund)er  of  high  school  graduates  entered 
college  or  other  institutions  last  fall. 

The  poultry  project  in  agriculture  has  been  unus- 
ually successful.  The  annual  production  of  ])lants  from 
the  greenhouse  was  better  and  larger  than  usual  and 
their  quality  highly  creditable. 

CHILD    WELFARE    LAWS 

Chap.  oT9 :  Sec.  5.  ''No  minor  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  may  be  admitted  at  any  time  to,  or  per- 
mitted to  remain  in,  or  at  places  of  amusement  known  as 
<lance-liouses  and  concert  saloons;  or  a  licensed  billard 
or  pool  room,  unless  acconii>anied  b}-  parent  or  guar- 
dian."    (Violation  not  more  than  twenty  dollars). 

Chap.  .')70:  Sec.  7.  "It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  admit  any  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  to  any  show  or  place  of  amusement  required  by 
law  to  be  licensed,  after  sunset,  or  before  sunset  during 
the  hours  the  i>ublic  schools  are  in  session,  unless  he  is 
accom]»anied  by  a  person  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years 
or  over;  or  to  permit  any  such  child  to  remain  in  the 
show  or  ])hice  of  amusement  after  the  i)erson  in  charge 
is  informed  or  has  reason  to  believe  the  chihl  is  under 
sai<l  age  and  is  not  accom]»ani<Ml  l)y  a  ]>ei-son  as  above  re- 
((uired."  (Violation  not  more  than  ten  dollars  or  im- 
prisonment for  thirty  days  or  b(»th.) 

Chap.  ;>70 :  Sec.  11).  "If  any  person  shall  sell  cig- 
arettes or  tobacco  in  any  form  to  a  miiioi-  he  sliall  be 
lined  not  more  than  Mfty  dollars." 

Chap.  'MU:  Sec.  21).     "If  any  person  other  Hian  the 
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minor's  parent  or  f;nar(lian  shall  give  or  deliver  any  cig- 
arette, snnft'  or  tobacco  in  any  of  its  forms  to  any  minor 
nnder  eighteen  years  of  age,  he  shall  be  fined  not  made 
tlian  fifty  dollars. 

CITIZENSHIP 

The  sni)reme  task  of  the  schools  is  to  help  the  chil- 
<lren  become  good  citizens.  Children  should  recognize 
the  authority  of  the  home,  school  and  state,  and  become 
obedient  thereto.  Parents  shonld  religiously  avoid  tak- 
ing the  part  of  children  against  any  constituted  author- 
ity except  in  the  greatest  emergency.  You  may  be  sure 
that  all  of  the  school  officials  and  teachers  are  doing  as 
well  <as  tliey  know  to  conserve  the  best  interests  of  your 
children. 

We  appreciate  tlie  kindly  cooperation  of  scliool 
board,  teachers,  janitors,  transportation  agents,  parents 
and  cliildren  in  the  School  District  of  Alton  and  we  wel- 
come, as  always,  constructive  criticisms  of  the  public 
schools  in  which  we  aie  all  so  deeply  interested.
